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PROCEEDINGS OF THE AMERICAN SOCIETY. 


Our readers were apprised in the last number that Col. Da 
was selected to take charge of the Farm at Harrison, and that he 
’ had entered on the discharge of his duties. In connection with 
him, the Committee of Ways and Means have been purchasing 
Stock and Agricultural Implements as extensively as the wants 
of the settlement seemed to require, and with a due regard to 
economy. ‘Two Jewish converts, Dr. Wolf and Mr. Jacobi, are 
now at Harrison. Mr. Jacobi is aiding Col. Day in the cultiva- 
tion of the Farm, and Dr. Wolf, whois a man of science and a 
skillful physician, is ready to attend to the duties of his pra- 
fession in our settlement and the surrounding neighbourhood, 
A Jewish Convert at Charleston, S. C. and another from Dan- 
ville, Ky. are expected soon to join the settlement; and a 
third was introduced to the Board at the regular meeting in 
June. His case not being issued by a committee appointed to 
converse with him, and ascertain his character, we cannot at 

resent state whether he will go to the Farm. Mr. Simon has 
declined the invitation of the Board to go to the settlement ; 
so that in no case will he hereafier act as the accredited Agent 
of the Board. We now consider ourselves as fairly trying 
the experiment, for our own satisfaction, and that of our Aux- 
iliaries and the public. Thus far it has succeeded to our sat- 
isfaction, and if our progress keeps pace with our expectations, 
we have no doubt this form of Benevolence will be hailed as 
one calculated to meliorate the condition of our Jewish Bre- 
thren, and to hasten the universal diffusion of the Gospel. 

Religious services have been performed at the settlement on 
the Lord’s Days, with marked attention and interest on the part 
of the family and the people of the neighbourhood. And 
though ‘it is probable the family will generally attend Divine 
service, for the present, in some one of the neighbouring 
Churches, yet the Committee of Superintendance are auth 
ved to eee for them the administration of the word: ee 
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ordinances occasionally, and until their numbers will warrant. 
the development of our plan, in procuring for them a Minister 
of the Gospel who shall be continually among them.

Dear Str, 

We do not contemplate ihe object at which your society aims, but 
with the deepest interest. While other nations and tribes of men are 
receiving the pious, charitable, and laborious attention of the benevo- 
lent, no possible reason can be rendered why the long-lost sheep of 
the house of Israel should pass on neglected. Their situation for ages 
past, though it is a striking fulfilment of divine predictions, has been 
such as to call forth the tenderest sympathies on their behalf; and cer- 
tainly their present condition, when it is fairly understood by a bene- 
volent public, cannot fail to arouse their energies in the adoption and 
persevering pursuit of such measures as will be calculated to retrieve 
the injuries which have been done them, and to bring them back to 
God, that “the reeeiving of them may be as life from the dead.” 
Sinee their national character and institutions, as well as their very 
name, are intimately connected with every thing which, from our earliest 
childhood, we have been accustomed to regard as sacred, what heart 
will not beat high with expectation, and what eye will not look on with 
intense interest, when plans are proposed for their melioration, and 
which, too, promise to hasten their long since predicted return ? Alrea- 
dy, Sir, your society, by the labours of your indefatigable agent, and 
other methods cf scattering information on the subject abroad, has 
given an impulse to publie feeling which it may be hoped will not 
subside until the “ Jews shall be brought in with the fulness of the Gen- 
tiles.” To your society the public eye is turned, as the most efficient 
instrument for the accomplishment of this object ; and it will be borne 
to the Throne of Grace, whenever and wherever the fervent prayer is 
offered to God, Thy kingdom come : and it may be hoped it will share 
in the public charities so long as the condition of our fallen world 
remains such as to call for our charities. Inthis region the existence 
of such an institution has hardly been known till recently ; but it is 
gratifying to observe its first developement has Secured more of the 
attention and:good wishes of the benevolent than almost any other 
object of the Rind. To be sure, in this as well as abl other places. 
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every thing of the kind excites the sneers of infidelity—but these very 
sneers, under that God who presides over the toil of our hands, may be 
made, as they often have been made, to increase, rather than retard, 
action and exertion among the friends of Zion. What can resist the 
efforts of the determined ? and especially, what can resist those who, un- 
der the exciting and directing influence of the Holy Spirit, have deter- 
mined on the accomplishment of objects which God approves, and whose 
accomplishment he has predicted by the mouth of the prophets ? Such, 
Sir, is the object at which your society aims. With fervent desires 
that wisdom from on high may direct in all its subsequent operations 
as we hope it has directed in its establishment, we send this tribute of 
our hearts, and which we hope hereafter to accompany with that ot 
eur substance.

The enclosed was purchased in 1812 for seven dollars and seventv- 
five cents, and was presented by a grand parent to her grand child, 
as a memento for bearing up her name. ‘This child died a few years 
Since, it is hoped, in the possession of an interest in the great Re- 
deemer. For some time it was a subject of earnest prayer with me 
that God would show me in what way I could do something without 
any injury to my family for the extension of his kingdom through the 
world. It was on a communion day, and while commemorating the 
love of our crucified and risen Saviour, when the thought was power- 
fully impressed on my mind that the enclosed, which at that moment 
was about my neck, might be given as a tribute to the memory of my 
dear departed daughter, to whom it lately belonged. My heart joy- 
fully responded assent, and felt even that to devote it thus to the ser- 
vice of Jesus would be a delight rather than a sacrifice. The next 
question which I wished to have resolved was, Where will this small 
tribute be most acceptable? On this point my mind was put at rest by 
attending a monthly concert, at which Mr. Zadig’s address was read 
by our pastor, as published in the second Annual Report of the Ame- 
rican Society for meliorating the condition of the Jews. It appeared 
cleay that this small ang useless ornagient, if devoted with a sincere 
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heart to the cause of God’s ancient covenant peeple, might do some- 
thing towards gathering them from their dispersed and wretched con- 
dition, into the fold of Christ. It-is with this view that I send it. May 
the Lord add his blessing. 


REPORTS OF AUXILIARY SOCIETIES. 
Report for 1825, of the Providence R. I. Auxiliary Society for meliora- 
ting the condition of the Jews. 


In presenting their second annual report, the Providence Auxiliary 
Society for meliorating the condition of the Jews, would acknowledge 
with gratitude the smiles of Heaven which have hitherto attended their 
own exertions, and the general cause in which they are embarked. 

The Society being merely an auxiliary branch of the parent institu- 
tion, cannot be supposed to embrace within the sphere of its immediate 
operations but a few of those objects which give such an interest to the 
movements of those grand associations whieh are devising and carry- 
ing into effect the most extensive plans of christian benevolence, and 
constantly receiving fresh intelligence relative to their success, from 
every part of the world, 


Your Beard of Directors, however, have the pleasure to state that 
the objdet of the Society seems to be regarded by its members with 
unabated zeal, and to excite among our fellow-citizens an increasing 
attention. ‘The sum of one hundred and forty-six dollars has been 
transmitted by this to the parent society ; our name has been enrolled 
among the auxiliaries of that institution; and the numbers of Israel’s 
Advocate, a periodical work published in New-York, under the direc- 
tion of the parent society, have been regularly received up to 1823. 

The state of the Society’s funds will be exhibited in the Report of 
the Treasurer. 

The growing interest which is manifested by the christian public for 
the cause of the Jews, must be cheering to those who are waiting for 
the redemption of Israel. During the year preceding the last anni- 
versary of the parent society, seventy-two auxiliary societies were 
formed and recognized by the parent institution, beside several others, 
which, for want of some formality, had not been entered on the cata- 
logue of the parent society. During the same period, the circulation of 
Israel’s Advocate, which is thought to be of essential service in diffus- 
ing information relative to the state of the Jews, and in keeping alive 
the attention of the public to the objects of the society, had been great- 
ly increased; and at the close of the year 2000 copies of that work 
were circulated monthly among auxiliary societies and individual sub- 
scribers. Atthat time two hundred and thirteen societies existed as 
auxiliaries to the parent society, besides several others in this country, 
which were independent, having the same object in view—the melio- 
ration of the condition of the Jews. 


Your Board of Directors believe that this society have every reason 

to be encouraged to persevere in the noble enterprise in which they 

are engaged. They regard it as an evidence of the ultimate success 
ef their efforts, that not only christians of vatious denominations, but 

the Jews themselves, are beginning to look with earnest destres for the 
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restoration of the House of Israel. To aid in the accomplishment of 
this event, the churches are coming forward with a zeal hitherto un- 
known, and societies are springing up in every direction, whose mem- 
bers, like those of that noblest of all earthly institutions, the Bible So- 
eiety, are laying aside all party feelings, and uniting heart and hand to 
turn that people, who “have Abraham to their father,” “from dark- 
ness unto light, and from the power of Satan unto God.” A spirit of 
inquiry is already excited among that people, which has resulted in 
the hopeful conversion of numbers to the faith of Jesus ; and it appears, 
from undoubted authenticity, that there exists among others, who, from 
fear of poverty and persecution still adhere to Judaism, a firm convic- 
tion of the truth of christianity. 

But our highest source of encouragement is derived from the testimo- 
ny of the sacred volume. It was predicted of old, that the children of 
Israel should abide many days without a King, without a Prince, and 
without a Sacrifice. But Jehovah declared, “afterward shall the 
children of Israel return, and seek the Lord their God—and shall fear 
the Lord and his goodness in the latter days.” Let us, therefore, rely- 
ing on the promises of God, and the aids of his grace, go forward with 
confidence in this glorious enterprise, and cease not to labour and 
pray for the peace of Jerusalem ’till she shall be established and be- 
come an eternal excellency.in the earth.

Report of the Pittstown, New-York, Auxiliary Society for meliorating 
the condition of the Jews. 


Among the multitude of benevolent institutions of the present day 
which have elicited the attention of philanthropic minds, none claims 
a higher rank than the American Society for the melioration of the 
‘ condition of the Jews. 

It is with pleasure that we see rising in every part of our happy 
America, auxiliaries and liberal collections to aid the object of the 
parent institution. 

In the month of June last the Rev. Mr. Frey visited this place, and 
the novelty of hearing a convert from Judaism preach the unsearcha- 
ble riches of Christ, called together a respectable audience, when he 
made an appeal to their christian hearts in behalf of his “brethren 
according to the flesh,” and the appeal was not in vain; a society of 
Sifty-eight members was formed, of whom nine were life-subscribers. 

This auxiliary feel themselves much indebted to that people, who 
are now “ scattered and peeled,” for that revelation which was first 
committed to them, through which our minds have been enlightened, 
and our hopes created and confirmed of better things to come. But 
when we turn our attention to the dispersed of Israel, and contrast 
their present state with their former glory, we are led to exclaim, 
“* How is the gold become dim, the most fine gold changed?” We begin 
to inquire, and is there no hope? Must they remain for ever in exile? 
But in adverting to the “sure word of prophecy,” we hear a voice 
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saying, * And so alt Israel shall be saved ;”’ but, how shall this be ef- 
fected? andthe same voice saith, “through your mercy they also 
shall obtain mercy.” So it appears that the Gentiles are to be em- 
ployed in the recovery of God’s ancient people: but who, or what 
nation will Jehovah honour in the accomplishment of this most desira- 
ble object? If Isaiah refers to this restoration of the Jews in the 18th 
chapter of his prophecy, “ Ho, (not wo, according to the present 
rendering,) to the land shadowing with wings,” to whom will it 
more appropriately apply than to the American Nation, whose 
standard is spread with wings, and “ who sendeth ambassadors by the 
sea, even in vessels of bulliushes,” i. e. high vessels, “ saying, go, ye 
swift messengers,” i. e. fast sailing vessels, and bear to this “ people 
terrible from the beginning hitherto,” the news of Jehovah’s gracious 
design concerning them, and the efforts made by those who were an- 
ciently called “dogs” for their restoration to the favour of Israel’s 
(sod. The accomplishment of such an object must be congenial to all 
philanthropic minds. 

It were to be wished that we could, at this anniversary, communicate 
to you the success attending the efforts of the parent institution, and 
that the dispersed of Israel, who are confounded in their long-looked- 
for Messiah, and are now ready to publicly acknowledge their faith in 


Jesus Christ, had arrived in our happy land, and were under the provi- 


dence of this institution: but, we look forward to the Annual Report 
of the Parent Society for such cheering intelligence : in the interim we 
rest confident, that according to the means possessed, that institution 
will do all in its power to accomplish the object of its association, and 
fully confident that our donations will be scrupulously and conscien- 
tiously applied. 

We shall be able to transmit to the Parent Society $125, after de- 
faving incidental expenses, and we sincerely hope that the zeal of 
this Auxiliary will be commensurate to the importance of the contem- 
plated object. 

May the Great Head of the Church give success to our well-meant 
efforts.

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Report of the Directors of the “ Worcester County Society, Auriliary 
to the American Society for meliorating the condition of the Jews,” 
for the year ending April 28th, 1 25. 


The Directors of the Society above designated, improve this opper- 
tunity of presenting to the members a Report of their proceedings for 
the last year. ‘They deem it a privilege that they have been permit- 
ted, with you, to co-operate in the benevolent attempt to “ meliorate 
the condition” of a people so wonderful from their beginning hitherto, 
and for ages and centuries so deeply depressed, as the Jews. The 
nature of the connection between this and the Parent Society is such, 
that your Directors, in ordinary cases, have little more to do than to 
see that the funds, with which they are entrusted, are faithfully trans- 
mitted to the Treasurer of that Society. A history of their proceed- 
ings can be given, therefore, in few words. It was ordered, you will 
recolle ct, at the last annual meeting, “ that the Treasurer forward the 
sum of two hundred dollars, to the Parent Society at New-York, as 
the first annual contribution of this Society ;” which order, as your 
Treasurer will be able to say, has been faithfully executed, The Di- 
rectors have not thought it proper to make any remittance since that 
time, although a considerable sum, as it is understood, has accumulated 
in the Treasury ; ; rather choosing to reserve what has been collected, 
to be embraced in the second annual contribution, and to refer it te 
you to decide, as you did before, what the amount of this contribution 
shall be. 

Sometime in the last summer, a person named Moses Ruden, and 
calling himself a Jew, who had previously excited some considerable 
interest in his favour in this vicinity, was introduced to the notice of 
your Directors, with the expectation that aid might be afforded him. 
Circumstances prevented a formal meeting of the Board. Such of the | 
Directors, however, as could conveniently assemble, were called te- 
gether, and after examining Ruden, so far as they had opportanity, it 
was concluded to refer him to the direction of a committee, in the 
hope that some suitable place would be found where he might labour 
sificiently to meet his necessary expenses, and where his min mitt 
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be farther enlightened on the subject of Christianity. Circumstances 
afterwards occurred, which induced this Committee to send him to the 
Directors of the Parent Society at New-York. The sum of twelve 
dollars was afforded him to defray the expenses of his journey to that 
city. The individuals of your Directors to whom this subject was 
referred, thought that they could do no less than this for Ruden, and 
they were of opinion that they ought to do no more. ‘They had no 
reason, at the time, to suspect him of dishonesty; and as Divine 
Providence had thrown him in their way, they thought that they ought 
to send him where his claims to assistance could be better ascertained, 
and where, should he be found worthy, he might receive such assistance 
as was proper. And although it has since appeared to some, that 
Moses Ruden was an impostor, this circumstance will by no means 
prove that the individuals of your Directors who were called to con- 
sider his case, decided, or acted improperly. If he is indeed an im- 

ostor, as there is too much reason to fear, and their sending him to 
New-York has been the means of unmasking him, and thus relieving 
the Christian public from further imposition, it will be seen that the 
very act of sending him has become to that public of some importance. 
Ata subsequent regular meeting of the Board, the proceedings respect- 
ing Ruden were fully approved, and the money bestowed on him was 
authorised to be paid out of the ‘Treasury. 

In connection with the foregoing statement, it may not be i improper 
to offer a few remarks, relative to the character and claims of this So- 
ciety. ‘The object for which we are associated, Christian brethren 
and friends, we do not think of greater importance than any other ; 
still we think it of sufficient importance to interest our feelings, and 
excite us to effort. It is an object which accommodates itself to the 
views and feelings of different classes of persons, and in accomplish- 
ing which, the various denominations of Christians may harmoniously 
co-operate. The mere philanthropist, who calls to mind the persecu- 
tions and hardships the Jews have suffered, and which they still are 
exposed to suffer, not only in barbarous countries, but in many parts 
of continental Europe, will feel engaged, so far as he can, to meliorate 
their condition, and to provide for them an asylum in these regions of 
liberty and peace. The Patriot too, who believes in the dependence 
of nations, as well as individuals, upon a superintending Providence, 
and remembers that nations, in other ages, have risen or fallen, very 
nearly according to the manner in which the ‘y have regarded and treat- 
ed the Jews, will think that it augurs well! for our national prosperity, 
that we are here engaged, on an extensive scale, in attempts to improve 
the condition of this long dispersed and depressed people. But it is 
as Christians, that the object of our Society is fitted more especially 
to interest us. As Christians, it becomes us ever to feel that we are 
deeply indebted to the Jews. Through them we have received the 
Oracles of God, together with those high hopes, and privileges, and 
comforts which these holy oracles impart. We should remember too, 
that on the conversion and restoration of the Jews are suspended rich 
and abundant blessings for the Gentile Churches. “ If the fall of them 
be the riches of the world, and the diminishing of them the riches of 
the Gentiles, how much more their fullness ? For ifthe casting of them 
away be the recenciling of the werld, what shall the receiving of them 
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be, but life from the dead.”?’ And we should remember further, that 
the conversion and restoration of the Jews are most intimately con- 
nected with those glorious Millennial scenes, towards which the pro- 
mises of Jehovah are now directing the eyes and the hearts of his peo- 
ple. These happy scenes never will be realized, and ought not to be 
expected, until the wandering sheep of the house of Israel are returned 
to the fold and care of their own Spiritual Shepherd. Considerations 
such as these, of a nature to be operative with us at all times, should 
be particularly so at the present time. The spirit which has of late 
been excited in favour of the Jews , the facilities now afforded for in- 
structing and reclaiming them; and the unexampled success with 
which recent efforts in their favour have been crowned ; all conspire to 
render the present time a highly favourable one in which to attempt 
something on their behalf. 

Our labours in this good work, Christian brethren and friends, have 
been commenced under pleasant circumstances, and with encouraging 
prospects. The Lord grant that we may be enabled, as he shall pros- 
per us, to continue and to increase them. Our contributions, when 
forwarded to the Parent Society, we have the satisfaction of believing 
are committed to the direction of wise and faithful men, who unite the 
best means of information on all subjects pertaining to the general in- 
terests of the Society, with an untiring zeal and engagedness for the 
promotion of its interests. They have already provided a temporary 

asylum, sufficient for the accommodation and instruction of all whom 
they at present consider as proper objects of their charity. And the 
seeming delays which have attended their ulterior operations are to be 
attributed rather to the delicate, difficult, and responsible nature of 
their undertaking, and to their high sense of obligation to dispose of the 
consecrated funds entrusted to them in the wisest manner, than to any 
thing like negligence or indifference in them. We may be encouraged, 
therefore, to continue our subscriptions, and to devise and employ all 
lawful and proper methods to increase our funds. ‘The period allotted 
us for benevolent labour here «n earth we know is short, while the work 
to be accomplished is very great. Let us then apply ourselves to the 
duties before us with unwearied diligence. Whatsoever our hands find 
to do, let us do it with our might, since there is no work, nor device, 
nor knowledge, nor wisdom, in the grave, towards which we are unit- 
edly hastening.

Your Society’s Circular of April 26, 1825, has just come to hand. 
Had it been sent on the morning of the day on whic. it is dated, it 
would probably have been received in season for our annual meeting : 
that having been held so recently, the amount of money to be forward- 
ed having been decided on with a knowledge of most of the facts con- 
tained in the Circular, I shall not take any measures for calling a 
meeting of the Society, but shall endeavour to have the Circulat 
speedily published.

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First Annual Report of the New Canaan Society, Auxiliary to the 
A. S. M. C. J. 


Mr. Presipent, 

Your Directors, in obedience to the requisition of the constitution, 
and not from the idea that they have any thing new, or very interesting 
to communicate, which is not generally known to the members of the 
Society, beg leave to Report. 

The number of the members of this Society are fifty-two, the amount 
subscribed, $87 50, which sum is principally collected, and nearly the 
whole will probably be transmitted to the Parent Society in a few days. 
The Advocate, which contains much useful information of the state of 
the Jews—the means used for their melioration and conversion to 
christianity, and the success which has attended those means, has been 
punctually received and distributed among the several classes of the 
Society; but as was anticipated, there has been much seglect among 
the members in transmitting them to each other. 

Although many efforts are making to discourage those who have 
embarked in this cause ; although many, even in this Society, are turn- 
ing back, yet this should create no disappointment or despondency. 
It cannot be expected that those whom the charm of novelty, or a sud- 
den excitement of passion have induced to enlist, can make good sol- 
diers, or fight until the end. Dependance can be placed on those alone 
who have the good of Zion at heart; who have faith in the promises, 
that the Lord will again collect the scattered sheep of his chosen flock ; 
who believe, “ That the set time to favour Zion has now come ;” that 
the field is ready for their labours; that the Lord will use them to ac- 
complish his great work, who enlist under the Captain ef their salva- 
fion with an assurance that he will lead them to-victory. We are en- 
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couraged to persevere, from the consideration that we are not alone. 
The trumpet of mercy, proclaiming peace and pardon to the rebellious 
Jews, from a despised and rejected Saviour, has aroused a christian 
world in their behalf. ‘The wisest and the best of men are uniting their 
efforts to convince them of a Saviour already come. 

We are encouraged to persevere, from the knowledge that those ef- 
forts have not been in vain; from the belief that the Spirit of God has 
moved the hearts of men to make these efforts, and that in his hands 
we may be the humble instruments of accomplishing this great work. 
We are excited to persevere, from the consideration that the salvation 
of immortal souls is entrusted to our care; that we incur an awful res- 
ponsibility, if from our neglect, if from our love of earthly riches and 
pleasures, they are lost. 

With these incitements, we pray that the Lord of the harvest may 
add his blessing ; may strengthen the hands, encourage the hearts, and 
add to the number of his labourers, that all Israel may finally be saved.

PORTLAND JEWS SOCIETY. 


On Wednesday evening last the Annual Meeting of the Portland 
Society for promoting Christianity among the Jews was held in the 
Conference Room of the Second Church. It was opened with prayer 
by Professor Briggs, of Waterville College. Many Christians, of dif- 
ferent denominations, were present, and several interesting addresses 
were made. Dr. John Coe was elected assistant Adviser in place of 
Rev. P. 8. Tenbroeck, elected Recording Secretary. The other officers 
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were re-elected for the ensuing year. The following Report of the 
Board of Managers was read, accepted, and ordered to be presented 
for publication in the Christian Mirror and Waterville Intelligencer. 


CurisTIAN BRETHREN : 

Your Managers have not a long series of operations to report. We 
are placed very remotely from any considerable portion of the seed of 
Abraham. There are but few of them in this country, and none in 
this vicinity. Our own efforts alone would not be sufficient to support 
a herald of the cross among them; nor are we so well qualified to di- 
rect Missionary labours for their benefit as those Christians who are 
nearer the field of action, and who were employed before us in the 

ood work, We are not prepared for independent exertions in refer- 
ence to Hebrew translations of the New Testament, or the support of 
schools for the instruction of Jewish children. We cannot procure and 
circulate tracts, which may rouse the unbelieving Israelites from their 
fatal security, or excite in them a desire for the rich blessings of the 
Gospel, or direct them to seek their long-lost resting place in the 
Lamb that was slain. Our local situation, our limited resources, and 
our defective knowledge of the house of Israel, all unite to assign us 
the humble station of Auziliaries to other labourers in the same cause. 
Let us not regret the circumstance. To perform faithfully any part, 
in the work of evangelizing the Gentile world, or in removing the 
blindness of unbelief irom Israel, and restoring them to the fold of 
Christ, is a privilege and honour. Let us be thankful that we are born 
at a period when these duties come into remembrance among Chris- 
tians in all parts of the world ; that we live in a country where the 
e faith is known, and where the Hope of Israel and Saviour of the 
world is acknowledged, as one mighty to save ; and that the Sovereign 
Proprietor of all has enabled us to contribute any portion of that silver 
and gold which may be instrumental in conveying durable riches and 
righteousness to those who are suffering under a spiritual famine. 

As auxiliary to other societies, our duties have been confined to the 
following: prayer; the acquisition and diffusion of knowledge con- 
cerning the Jews; and the cotlection and appropriation of your chari- 
ties, according to the provisions of your constitution. How has the 
duty of supplication to the God of Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, for 
their descendants, yet beloved for the fathers’ sake, been generally 
discharged? This question you, brethren, can decide. It is a duty 
which you reserved in part to yourselves. Your officers acknowledge 
their part of the obligation, and lament that they have discharged it 
with so little fervency, importunity, and faith. And have not all too 
evidently forgotten, that our prayers should ascend before the throne 
together? and that, while we are required to prophecy upon the {dry 
bones of the house of Israel, God will be inquired of by us, to breathe 
his Spirit upon them? Are not Gentile Christians now the spiritual 
circumcision ? And why are we made acquainted with the Mediator 
of the covenant, of whom they are ignorant, if we are not to remem- 
ber them who fell that we might rise, and were broken off from their 
own olive tree, that we, wild by nature, might be ingrafted ? 


Your Managers have used some means for acquiring and diffusing 
information. They procured ten copies of “Israel’s Advocate” for 
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the year 1824, to furnish themselves with light to guide them in their 
official duties ; and more particularly, to diffuse a knowledge of the 
state of the Jews, and of the various operations for their benefit, in 
different parts of this state. Nearly all the numbers have been sent 
to ministers and other persons, of the various religious denominations 
connected with this Society. This monthly paper is the official organ 
of the “ American Society for meliorating the condition of the Jews ;” 
and has given early and regular notices of the proceedings and pros- 
pects of their Managers. We have not circulated the Advocate in this 
town; supposing that a greater want of information on the subject 
may exist in other places, and that a pretty extensive circulation of 
the numbers might, at least, excite attention to the wants and miseries 
of the outcasts of Israel.—In the course of the last summer your 
Treasurer received a large number of interesting magazines and 
pamphlets from the London Society, presented by their managers to 
the Society on receiving the donation we made to their funds in 1823. 
The managers have presented a part of them to the Female Society 
in this town, as the greater partof the donation we sent to London was 
received from them. 

Your charities have been paid into the treasury with as great punc- 
tuality as in the preceding year. Three annual subscribers have been 
added ; one life member by his own payment, and one” annual sub- 
scriber ; the pastor of a church has been made a life member by the 
females of his society. The number of annual subscribers who have 
paid, is 72. Small donations have been received from five indivi- 
duals; and $4 81 from the female society in Perry. The total amount 
of collections, after paying for the Advocate, and discharging inci- 
dental expenses, is $187 23. 

Only one dollar of this sum was appropriated to a specific object by 
the donor; and the whole sum remains in the treasury, except that 
$150 has been a short time at interest. The collections were made 
principally in July and August. The semi-annual meeting of the 
board was prevented by the removal of your recording secretary from 
town, and other causes. At a meeting in October the managers found 
it difficult to decide to what object the collection should be devoted. 
They were not fully convinced that the plan of forming a colony for 
converted and inquiring Jews is the best course; or that that object 
is paramount to others in its claims on American christians. ‘They 
knew that some members at least prefer to aid the translations, or 
schools for Jewish children. They therefore deferred their decision, 
in expectation of a full meeting of the board at this season, or that the 
society would make the appropriation themselves 

Your bounty, however, will not long remain idle in your treasury. 
There are objects to which it can be appropriated, with universal ap- 
probation, and with good hope that it will not be given in vain. The 
Jews do need the scriptures of the new testament; for how shall they 
believe in him of whom they are ignorant ? They need Moses and the 
prophets in their own language, for they are lamentably ignorant even 
of the ancient scriptures, and hold the traditions of men. They need 
missionaries ; for how shall they understand, except some man guide 
them? They need schools for their children ; for they grow up in 
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ignorance of the Messiah, and the chains of superstition and unbelief 
are rivetted on their necks from their earliest years. ‘They need the 
privileges we enjoy; for God saves Jews and Gentiles by his blessing 
upon means. ‘They need the instructions ofthe gospel, to subdue their 
prejudices ; to enlighten their gross darkness; to reprove them of sin, 
because they have not believed on the Son ; to show them the 
Lamb of God, as murdered by their fathers, and crucified afresh by 
them, that they may look on him whom they have pierced, and mourn. 
This wonderful and affecting event will come. Happy will they be 
who shall witness it ; thrice happy they who shall have been honour- 
ed as instruments of producing it. Brethren, let not our faith be 
staggered. Let not our exertions be remitted ; but rather continued 
and redoubled. And when all Israel shall come to Zion with songs 
and everlasting joy, may we be numbered with them, and enjoy the 
bliss of having turned many to righteousness.
